White Pine Culls Now in Demand 


A peculiar feature of current lum- 
Der demand 'n the old white pine seo- 
tions of the North is the extraordin- 
ry requirement for low grade stock. 
Wt is so persistent and devouring that 
Wt takes in culls so ranks that 20 or 
80 years ago they would have been 
considered refuse, fit only for the 
woughest kind of patching up of sheds, 
and when accumulation became too 
burdensome they were thrown tnto 
the burner or used to build wharves 
‘er roadways, of for firewood. Grading 
downward has come with the demand 
Yor box material, until threemen 
woards, as they have been jocosely 
walled. are now graded as No. 6 or 
‘anything below that. The call for 

grade stuff has become so gen- 
‘eral and insistent that such stuff te 
more saleable than the medium and 
better qualities. This feature is true 
mot only of the lumber market of the 
Northern States; but pertaine also to 
Chat of Canada. At Toronto the de 
mand for the loWer grades of pine 
ts especially active and large, so that 
there Is:a veritable shortage of mill 
culls and what are called dead, pick- 
tags, In it. This condition with re 
spect to the lumber market of Ontar- 
to shows how closely the lumber trade 
of that province is connected with 
that of this country, the same _require- 
ments’ for cull lumber—namely, fot 
box manufacture—prevailing tm that 
vince as in the northern part of 
United States. The way in 
ich the cull lumber of the North- 
ern States and Canada ta being used 
‘ap almost to the last carload has 
®aore than ordinary significance. It 
aneans that anything in the shape of 
tree or log is being utilized tn the 
way of sawed product. and that tim- 
er that was once considered usable 
‘nly as firewood {s mow being con- 
verted Into lumber that actually sells 
_—— than good stock .~American 
jberman.

A prisoner of war has his rights. 
He may be asked to give his parole— 
to promise not to escape; but he must 
not be forced to give his parole, and 
is not to be_punished for refusing to 
4o 80. A prisoner on parole who at- 
tempts to escape is lable to be shot, 
ether when escaping or If retaken 
alive, 

An nnparoled prisoner may also be 
shot while im the act of escaping: 
but if recaptured, it would be murder 
to shoot him, though he may be 
placed in more rigorous confine 
ment, 

A prisoner may be compelled to 
earn his keep by working at his trade 
if he bas' one, or by doing work for 
his captors not of a purely military 
nature, Thus, he may be ordered to 
assist in draining the camp in which 
he is a prisoner; but it would not be 
fair to put him to bullding fortifica- 
tions. 

The customs of war justify the em- 
ployment of spies, but under certain 
rules. ‘If a soldier voluntarily turns 
traltor, the other side are entitled to 
make use of him; but it fs not right 
to tempt a soldier to betray his own 
side. 

If thus tempted, a man may pre- 
tend to turn traitor, and deceive the 
enemy with false information, On the 
other hand, voluntarily to go over to 
the enemy, pretending to be a traitor 
or deserter, would be dishonorable 
conduct—that is if the pretended 
traitor {san officer or soldier. 

A spy, of course, has no rights, and 
{s at all times liable to be shot or 
hanged at sight. 

An officer or soldier, however, 
Caught in the enemy's camy must not 
be treated as a spy, but asa peysoase 
of war, provided he is not disguised. 

If a commander takes part in a 
charge, or persistently exposes him- 
self to fire, he must take his chance 
of being shot; but in big affairs i* is 
not the game to detail marksmen to 
try to pink off your opponent's gen- 
eral, though every effort may be made 
to capture him. 

When a city or town is bomparded, 
publitc bulldings—unless used for de- 
fensive purposes—should be spared 
as far as possible, When a place is 
captured, the victorious foe is entitled 
to selze art treasures and so on, and 
to hold them to ransom. To injure 
or destroy them would be the act of a 
vandal. 

When a country is invaded, the !n- 
vader can compel the inhabitants to 
supply htm with food and other sup- 
plies, and to act as guides, workmen, 
and drivers. 

A person who, not belonging to any 
recognized military force, takes up 
arms against an invader !s liable to 
be shot like a dog when captured. Re- 
taliation is sanctioned by the customs 
of war. It is military vengeance 
and takes place when an outrage 
committed on one side is avenged by 
the commission of a similar act on the 
other. 

Thus, an unjust execution of prison- 
ers by the enemy may be followed by 
the execution of an equal number of 
prisoners held by the opponents.

CLERGY OPPOSE BABY BONUS 


Australian Scheme, They Say’ Would 

2 be Incentive to Immorality 

The recent decision 
bor government to grant to the moth- 
ers of all children born in Australia 
a maternity bonus of $25 is attended 
by many more difficultfes than its 
authors anticipated. The sum _ of 
$2,000,000 is tc be distributed in the 
present financial year, ending June 30, 
191lo and the next year a larger sum 
will be set aside. 

Finance however, /s not the difficul- 
ty. The stumbling block {s the ques- 
tion of the extension of the grant to 
to the mothers of illegitimate children. 
The prime minister, in his capacity of 
treasurer has decided that the grant 
shall be ind!scriminate—in the sense 
that no question as to whether the 
mother was married or unmarried 
shall affect any claim to the $25. 
The churches and particularly the 
counejl of churches—a body of Pro- 
testant denominationalists interested 
{In social and political questions— 
strongly resent this decision, and de- 
clare that it ‘s— 

1—A slight on the sanctity of mar- 
riage. 

2—Ab encouragement of vice. 

3—A stimulus to immorality. 

4—An outrage on the moral sentl- 
ment of the community. 

It is urged that there were register- 
ed in Australia last year abont 7200 
illegitimate children. A bonus of 
$25 per chi!ad would amount in these 
cases to $180,000 which it is suggest- 
ed might be far better spent in sub- 
sidizing maternity homes, refuges and 
other voluntary agencies which, ald 
the fallen and those who have lost| 
their way in this young country. 

Amid this storm of agitation the 
policy of the federal labor govern- 
ment remains unchanged. Mr. 
Fisher deyoted five minutes only to 
his repl® to the arguments of an in- 
fluential deputation of clergymen, who 
implored h{m to stay his hand and 
that five minutes was absorbed by a 
candid declaration that the scheme 
would go forward on the lines pro- 
posed, and that he was unconvinced 
that. there was any moral peril in ad- 
hesion to those lines. The govern- 
ment desired to come to the financial 
assistan¢e of women at the most try- 
ing period of their lives and would 
considev them simply as mothers.
